HungarIaH;-,Jews from the clutches of 
the Nazi Genocide during the -closing months of the Second 
World War. Raodl W.411e„nb^rg ^is' credited with saving thirty 
thousand Jews rhaps as many as 70 thousand 

indirectly frdm;th^sane fate which befell six million of 
their brethren* U inexplicably, the 

Russians kidnapped’. "and incarcerated Wallenberg at the end 
of the SecooG/Worli War^nd only twelve years later claimed 
that had d ied:in K pr iso^ 1947 . However, on the basis 
of testimony r ecen t lylt r e a c h i n g/t he West from the Gulag, 
members of the ^wff^hbe^>fakd:iy , Simon Wiesenthai, the 
famed rjazi hunter* ai^^^her ^Interested parties, are not 
convinced that dead. All efforts to date to 

verify his fate with the Soviet authorities have gone 
unheeded. 

The Wiesenthai Center is asking our public officials and 
institutions to recognize the acts and legacy of this great 
man on what will be his 68th birthday - August 4, 1980 - be 
it through proclamation or executive order. We also 
strongly urge you to incorporate into your statement or 
resolution support for 0.5. diplomatic representatives' - 
efforts at upcoming international human rights meetings.
